G„S,R, 311(E).—-In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 31 of the Oil Induslty i Development) Act, 1974 (47 
of 1974), ihc Central Government hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing rules to amend the Oil Industry (Development) Rules, 
1975, namely :— 


(v) if the loss of any property acquired by an oil in¬ 
dustrial concern with the assistance of the Board 
is due to fire, flood, earth-quuke or any other 
natural cause, it has been ensured that the facts 
were promptly reported, and proved, to the entire 
satisfaction of the Board that the circumstances 
aforesaid were beyond ihc control of the -.aid oil 
industrial concern; 


1, These rules may be called the Oil Industry (Deve¬ 

lopment) Amendment Rules, 1979. 

2. In the Oil Industry (Development) Rules, 1975 in 

the rule 24, for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rules 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(2) The Board may write off lossc? upto Rs. 20 lakhs 
in each case. Write off of losses beyond this 
amount shall be done with the prior approval of 
the Central Government.
